Very small boats 
only, can go up so far, except in the rainy season. 
We went as far as the settlement of the believ- 
ing Karens by water, and from there by land.— 
Our boat could have gone: farther up, but there 
were one or two settlements on the way, which 
we should pass through by land ; so we proferred 
to go that way. We found two Karen settle- 
ments, the one containing six houses, and the 
other three.

No direct mention was made of the recent duel 
at Washington. ‘The chief topics of discourse 
were the practice of duelling, and the doty of a 
civilized and christian people in relation to it. 

In regard to the practice, the preacher discuss- 
ed the following points: Ist. That duelling is 
murder by the laws of Ged and man. 2d. That 
itis murder marked with all the deliberation that 
can render it atrocious, 3d. That it is aggrava- 
ted by being coupled with virtual suicide. 4th. 
That it is usually committed under hypocritical 
pretexts. 5th. That it is committed without the 
remotest prospect of securing its alleged end. 
6th. That the duellist is a murderer, not upon un- 
looked for provocation, but by rule and system. 
7th. That the principle of duelling is subversive 
of all free government. 

The duty of the public in relation to this mur- 
derous custom, was urged under the following 
heads, viz : 

Ist. Cherishing and disseminating a high and 
just estimate of the worth and sacredness of hu- 
man life. 2d. Cultivating a deep seated ‘fever- 
ence for law, and a firm resistance of all attempts 
upon life, except through the regular forms of law.

| 29. Since the last date, [ have taken a trip up 
ithe river among the Karens where our assistant 
jis stationed. It was with much anxiety that I 
‘approached the spot; for we had heard a report 
that on account of the small- pox, the Karens had 
fled quite away, and that our Karen assistant was 
dead. But this‘anxiety was removed as soon as 
}some of our people went ashore. ‘The small-pox 
had indeed been in the place, and the people fled 
at the time, and our assistant with his family fled 
too; but the disease went with them, nearly every 
one had it ; but they said they prayed to the eter- 
nal God, and he healed them ; not one died. And 
they had now returned to their habitations.— 
There has been a remar!able change in the feel- 
ings and conduct of the people here, since last 
year. Then all, excepta single individual, seem- | 
ed utterly averse to Christianity, and also to those | 
who proposed to introduce itamong them. ‘They | 
said they had embraced the Burman religion, and | 
were determined to live and die in the same, what- 
ever nright be the consequence. We find many | 
who say so now ; but a goodly number say, and | 
feel, otherwise. 

As soon as the dear people of the little village, 
consisting of three houses, heard of our arrival, | 
they came down to the boat, en masse, and gave | 
us a hearty welcome. ‘Their scttlement was at| 
some distance from the bank, and the houses too} 
small for our accommodation ; but there was a 
delightful spot just on the bank, under the shade’ 
of wide-spreading trees and bamboos, where we 
assembled, and the people listened with most mant- | 
fest delight to the gospel of salvation. One intelli- | 
gent man, who had listened with great attention, | 
declared again and again, that he feltyery happy | 
on the occasion ; and several of the men and we) 
men, with one boy of about fourteen, declared 
that they had entirely given up their superstitions, 
and -had worshipped the eternal God for several | 
months past. They had taken pains for our ac-| 
commodation, by providing an empty house in} 
the next settlement, two or three miles distant, to| 
which we removed the nextday. ‘There also we 
found several who professed to worship the eter- | 
nal God, and others, who were seriously consider- | 
ing the subject. In that settlement there were | 
‘seven houses ; and it is the residence of one of

Sabbath, we had an assembly of thirty, old and 
young, and among them eleven who expressed 
their belief in an eternal God, and professed to 
worship him.

listen to the ntws of salvation. He looked surly 
as he came up, and walked straight by into his 
house ; however, after considerable persuasion, he 
cane down and sat with us onthe mats. I tried 
to enter into conversation with him, but it was a 
} considerable time before he became at all free.— 
At last he invited us to go up into his house. I 
toll him we would come up soon, but wished now 
to spend a season in worshipping the eternal God. 
‘“ Very well,” said he, “do so;” and went back 
into his house. Most of the people left at the 
same time ; but by singing a hymn, nearly all of 
them were brought back, and staid during worship. 
Sull they declared they could not worship the eter- 
nal God, unless the chief did so too. Conversa. 
tion with the chief, lasted until late in the even- 
ing. Heat last said that he had got considerable 
merit, by making offerings in Gaudama’s religion 
_and it seemed a great loss to throw all away, a 
/now commence anew ; he would therefore wor- 
ship both Gods. We told him, as he had beea 
travelling a wrong road, it was wisdom to retrace 
He said his people might do as they 
chose, he should not prevent them ; but he must 
still worship Gaudama. He and his people were 
going away toa feast the next day ; so we fre- 
turned to the settlement, where we were to spend 
the Sabbath, Miss Gardner and Ko Lah, whom 
we had left in Ya, also exe up to spend the Sab- 
bath. 

On the Sabbath, four out of the five who ask- 
ed for baptism, were examined, unanimously re- 
ceived, and baptized ; one did not give satisfactory 
evidence of a change of heart. ‘The candidates 
appeared remarkably well. It was astonishing 
how they had acquired so much knowledge of 
the way of salvation, with so little means. The 
next morning, after commending these lambs of 
the flock to the care of the great Shepherd, we 
returned to Ya. We should have been delighted 
to stay still longer with them, but it is the time of 


their harvest, and we did not think it right to hin- 


der them. ‘Those who were baptized, have wor- 
shipped God nearly a year past, and during the 
prevalence of the small-pox no one offered to nats, 
or drank any spirits. Indeed, our inquirers de 
not think of asking for baptism, until they have 
adopted the total abstinence system, in regard to 
all that can intoxicate. ‘This is no small sacrifice 
with Karens, as they have from childhood been 
addicted to intemperasce, like the North Ameri- 
can Indians. 

12. On returning to Ya, we spent about two 
days more in that place, but finding few disposed 
to listen we thought it not best to protract the 
time any longer, as there are several other places 
which I wish to visit during the season. The 
very old man whomI mentioned at the commence- 
ment of this journal, came to see us no more. 
however visited him, and asked him if he had 
turned back from the Savior, and would suffer his 
sun after all to go down in a cloud ? He declared 
himself steadfast ; and said he had shut up the 
law of God in_his heart.

I made 
them an address on the importance of believing 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, urging that it was just 
as necessary for them to believe and be baptized, 
as for the candidate. All must be saved in the 
same way, or not atall. They listened with at- 
tention, but no one inquired, ‘‘ What must | do to 
be saved?” O Lord, with whom is the residue of 
the Spirit, open the eyes of the blind, and unstop 
the ears of the deaf; human persuasions are vain, 
until thou send down thy life-giving Spint.

Visit to Mata—Sickness—Return to Tavoy. 

17. This day arrived in Mata. We left Toung- 
byouk on the 10th. Just before we left, we heard 
fromm Kyouk-toung, and were happy to learn that 
the hog which had been devoted to the nats, was 
disposed of in the way proposed by my Karen 
assistant. and that those concerned have conclu- 
ded to worship the eternal God. I hope many of 
them, at least, will do it in spirit and in truth.— 
The gospel comes with great power to the Karens ; 
still, however, we often meet with those who are 
decidedly and violently opposed. Many who were 
so at first, have afterwards been bowed, which en- 
courages us in regard to others. 

In our journey across the mountains, from 
Toung-byouk to Mata, we came through several 
Karen settlements, chiefly of the pgwo tribe, and 
having no Karen of that tribe with us, we found 
it difficult to converse with them. Where we spent 
the Sabbath, was quite a large settlement of 
Sgaus, but the greater part of the people were 
drunk, and, of course, felt little concern about their 
souls. The journey from Toung-byouk to Mata, 
took us eight days. Found Mrs. W. in health, 
and prospering in her werk among the inhabitants 
of this place. After two months’ constant travel- 
ling, it seemed refreshing to meet with my family, 
and the dear Christians in Mata.

Menthah—Church Discipline—Kyouk-toung— 

Baplisms at Toung-byouk. 

Jan. 9. On the 29th of last month sr. Mason 
left us, to return to Tavoy. I accompanied her 
over land to the boat, and returned to Toung- 
byouk the same day, which made a hard day’s 
travel. The next day travelled to Menthah, 
where is a settlement of Karens, and four native 
Christians. ‘T'wo of these were lying under the 
censure of the church, one for travelling on the 
Lord’s day, when in the jungle, and the other for 
drinking spirits by way of medicine. ‘They both 
freely confessed their faults, asked pardon of the 
church, and promised to offend in this way no 
more. Some at home jway think these are small 
matters for church censure, but we think that now, 
when churches are first planted in this country, 
much depends ona thorough course of discipline. 
If, for instance, members were allowed to mix dis- 
tilled liquor with medicine at their own discretion, 
it would be a root of the tree of intemperance, 
which would often shoot out its branches, and 
bring forth its poisonous fruit, blasting all the fair 
plants of grace within its pestiferous influence. 

The next day went to Kyouk-toung, where is 
a considerable settlement of Karens, and one 
Christian woman, lately moved in from Pyee 
Khya. The inhabitants of this settlement had 
hitherto been great opposers of Christianity ; but 
we heard of one old man, who had resolved, that, 
after making one more offering to the nats, (which 
was now in progress,) he would listen to the gos- 
pel, and worship only the eternal God. We there- 
fore went to his house. He seemed glad to see 
us, and declared his belief in God, but said, aone 
of his children, or grandchildren were of his mind, 
and they had putin progress an offering of a hog 
to the nats, a ceremony in which it is necessary all 
the relatives should join, in order to make the sa- 
crifice acceptable ; that he did not wish to join in 
the ceremony, but his relatives would be extreme- 
ly angry if he should refuse ; as in that case, they 
should be obliged to dispense with the offering al- 
together, or else, denounce him formally, by de- 
claring him no longer a relative—a hard thing for 
his own children to do, and a hard thing for a fa- 
ther to suffer. The next day was the Sabbath, 
and we were to spend it in that place. All the 
children and relatives in the neighborhood came 
together. We endeavored to persuady fand -1v 
man and his wife not to jouameeé of twaue the old 
consented, A lon Igdavin the offering : they 
the parents on eg discussion ensued between 
children apcqeljese side, and the children, grand- 
were peatmes other relatives, on the other.

hog would be lost. I ofiered to buy the hog ; but 
they seemed to think it would be a kind of sacri- 
lege, and displease the nats very much, to sell the 
hog after having bought it for such a purpose.— 
My Karen assistant proposed they should kill the 
hog, and, without calling the nats, eat it with 
prayer to the eternal God, making an offering of 
themselves to Him and craving His protection 
against the power of the nats. To this they 
agreed, and promised to do so as soon as all the 
relatives should come together. 

Monday, we returned to Menthah, Tuesday to 
Toung-byouk, Wednesday went down to the land- 
ing-place, where we expected the boat and Miss 
Gardner—bringing supplies for our journey over 
land to Mata ;—Thursday, the boat having ar- 
rived, returned to Toung-byouk, where we were 
to stay over the Sabbath and administer the 
Lord’s supper to the church ;—yesterday being 
the Sabbath, the ordinance of the supper was ad- 

_ ministered. All the members of the church came 
together, excepting one of those at Menthah, who 
is in poor health. - At our preparatory meeting, 


the church seemed to be in a prosperous state : 


entire union prevailed ; and, at the communion, 
they behaved with much selemnity. During my 
stay here six have asked for baptism, four of whom 
were admitted to the sacred rite ;—and in the 
plaee and vicinity are-several very hopeful inquir- 
ers. 


We subjoina few 
extracts from his journal at the latter place, refer- 
ring our readers to Mrs. Wade’s journal, for a nar- 
rative of labors at Mata. 

To-day we arrived in Tavoy. The time had 
come to renew the thatch upon our house and the 
school-houses, preparatory to the rains. The 
time also had come for the Theological Seminary 
to commence, which made it necessary for me to 
return to the city. But I had also had another 
attack of my old complaint, which reduced me so 
much that it seemed necessary to return as soon 
as my strength would allow, lest a third should 
make it impossible to travel this long journey on 
foot, before the rains setin. Mrs. Wade intend- 
ed to stay nearly a month longer, had not my 
health failed. LI was still weak, and we were 
obliged to travel slow, stopping during the heat 
of the day; but, through divine mercy, the jour- 
ney seems to have been no injury to me, for I feel 
quite as well as when we started. 

21. No students have yet come from Maulme- 
in, Rangoon, or Ava, for the Seminary ; but per- 
haps no opportunity for sending them has offered. 
In coming back to Tavoy, the contrast between 
our assemblies here and at Mata, at evening wor- 
ship, and on the Sabbath, is very striking. There 
we had hundreds, where we have tens here; and 
yet the Tavoyers, all things considered, have had 
many more means of grace, from the first estub- 
lishment of this station, than the Karens. They 
have had more books, and have had access to the 
missionaries a greater portion of each year, than 
the Karens; but they have not availed them- 
selves of these means, and there seems no other 
way of bringing them to the knowledge of the 
truth, than to follow them up by constant and un- 
wearied efforts. And, for this purpose, it seems 
desirable that one missionary should be devoted 
entirely to this work. ‘The smail-pox begins to 
abate very materially, but is still raging in some 
of the surrounding villages. A friend at Madras 
sent br. Mason some vaccine matter at his re- 
quest; but it was entirely inert. The matter was

; 2 Tuess. 1: 10. 

In some measure the Saviour is glorified in his peo- 
ple while they are on the earth. Their faith, their 
holiness, and their zeal, attest the power of his grace 
and the efficacious influence of his truth, applied to 
the heart by the power of the Holy Spirit. Yet is the 
glory of the Lord Jesus very imperfectly promoted by 
them in the present life. Their excellencies are sha- 
ded by lamentable and numerous defects. Devotion 
is too frequently languid, love is cold, and motives are 
mixed. ‘ The flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the 
Spirit against the flesh ;’ grace contends with sin ; 
the world allures; Satan tempts; and the Christian 
character, like the sun when hid in a mist, and ‘shorn 
of his beams,’ is but partially and faintly developed. 
Oppressed and sorrowful, we ‘groan withia ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, to wit, the redemption of our 
body.’ 

But the time of the ‘manifestation of the sons of 
God’ is drawing nigh. Let us still struggle on, though 
‘faint, yet pursuing.’ A little longer conflict, and 
then—the crown—the palm of victory—the white 
robes of triumph—the song of the redeemed.

SUMMARY OF INTELLIGENCE, 


New Mart ManaGement.—Mail cars, construct- 
ed under the direction of the post office department, 
are bow running on the rail roads between Washing- 
ton and Philadelphia. ‘They contain two apartments ; 
one appropriated to the accemmodation of the great 
mails, and the other to the way mails, and a Post Of- 
fice Agent. The latter apartment is fitted up with 
boxes, labelled with all the smal! offices on or near 
the rail road lines. It has also'® letter box in front, 
into which letters may be put up to the moment of 
starting the cars, and any where on the road. 

The agent of the post office department attends the 
mail from the post offices at the ends of the route, and 
sees it safely deposited in his car. As soon as the 
cars start, he opens the letter box and takes out all 
the letters, marking them so as to designate the place 
where they are putin. He then opens the way mail 
bag, and distributes its contents into the several box- 
es. As the cars approach a post office, the agent 
takes out the contents of the proper box and puts them 
into a pouch. The engineer slackens the speed of 
the train, and the agent hands the pouch to the post- 
master,or carrier, who stands beside the track to take 
it, receiving from him, at the same time another pouch, 
with the matter to be sent from that office. This the 
agent immediately opens, and distributes its con- 
tents into the proper boxes. Having supplied thus 


of the route, sees the mail safely delivered into the 
post office. 

The mail leaves Washington at 6 o’clock, A. M. 
All letter-writers should, if possible, put their Jetters 
into the post office the preceding evening. The let- 
ter box at the cars will not be open until after 5 
o'clock in the morning. It 1 not @ post office; and 
letters will not be received at it while the post office is 
open. Its object is to allow all persons, until the last 
moment before departure, to send letters by mail,

mers, mechanics and householders who pay no 
attention to the subject, except when their neigh- 


bor’s fruit is ripe, and then like fawning syco- 


phants, they can call as neighbors and solicit a

The man who makes the first excuse ought 


never to find time to eat any fruit but crab-apples, 
and the second has by his own example trained 
his family to trespass, and probably made some 
of them downright thieves. At all events, ifthey 
are honest, there are no thanks for the parent’s 
example. No man ever steals a horse, or breaks 
open a store or house, for the first theft. He be- 
gins by taking fruit, or something less valuable, 
and by degrees advances to the full stature of a 
thief; and this is the manner in which all thieves 
are made. It isthe moral and indispensable duty 
then, for the head of every family to remove the 
temptation to plunder, by cultivating a sufficient 
quantity of fruit around him for his and their con- 
sumption. 

Should the head of every family, by very little 
trouble or expense, plant out some ten or a dozen 
trees of well selected fruit, they would soon: pro- 
duce enough to keep his sons at home, instead of 
gadding off some miles in the night to obtain 
fruit, half green and half ripe, and by their own 
greediness of appetite, produce a violent dysentery 
or fever, and perhaps death: to say nothing of 
the guilt of taking from their neighbors what 
does not belong to them, or the danger to which 
they are exposed from the owner of the fruit. 
For if the fruit is delicious and valuable, the 
owner knows it as well as the trespassers. And 
the owner has watched its growth, and its ma- 
turity, and by sympathy been preparing his tooth 
for it, too long not to feel an indignation at its 
loss, hard to endure. Besides the thief exposes.

One large and 
long standing bush, dug up and separated will 
furnish enough to plant a whole garden, and the 
green fruit plucked dry and bottled, will keep for 
years, as fresh as when first plucked. Garden 
Raspberries too of every species are easily raised 
from cuttings- One hill laid down and covered 
in spots along the vines will make enough for 
any garden, and they bear the second year, and 
are a most delicious fruit. Grapes, too, in all 
their species and varieties, are easily produced 
from cuttings, and the prunings of one good vine 
will yearly furnish cuttings enough for a whole 
neighborhood, and any man who has them will 
cheerfully give them away, and they have been 
known to bear fruit the first year, but commonly 
the second and third year. Of melons I need say 
nothing; all know how to cultivate these, and to 
let alone their neighbor’s. 

These are remedies, Messrs. Editors, that eve- 
ry man can use, and with very little trouble can 
have fruit of every kind in abundance without 
trespassing himself, or rearing his children in star- 
vation, and thereby causing them to trespass. If 
fathers will not attend to the subject, let every 
young man and boy plant a little nursery, and in- 
oculate and set a tree in every spare corner, and 
then he will soon reap the fruit of his labor if life 
is preserved. Should he remove from home, his 
father’s house will always bring some pleasing re- 
flections and add much comfort to the pleasure of 
a visit. All at home will (when fruit is ripe at 
least) remember the good deeds of the absent one 
in setting out the trees. The writer of this had 
a good nursery from 10 to 14 years of age, by 
putting a few lengths of fence across the corner 
of a field, and the fruit from a number of those 
trees has been eaten by him much of the past 
winter with a good relish. And the first year af- 
ter he purchased a house and land, he expended 
more than $15 for fruit trees, though unable then 
to pay for more than two-thirds of his place. He 
is now daily in the enjoyment of its fruits, and 
commonly the year through. Let every man go 
and do likewise, and the writer is sure that many 
will rejoice ; much profit will arise to the owners, 
and few or none will have occasion for regret.
